One of the lakes of the upper Yukon 
was named Lebarge by 
the Western 
Telegraph Expedition iii 
I SGS 
after 
Mike Lebarge, a member of the explor­ 
ing party, who is now 
living some­ 
where near Ottawa, Canada. Late pub­ 
lications have fallen into the error of 
spelling this I^al*argo, but the board 
adheres to the original form, Lebarge. 
There is a Lebarge river 
In Alaska. 
When Schwatka descended the Yukon 
in 1883 he named one of tin* lakes on 
its headwaters Lindeman 
after 
Dr. 
Moritz Lindeman, now vice-president 
of the Bremen Geographical Society. 
This sometimes appears 
erroneously 
as Lindemann and 
Linderman. 
The 
board adopts Lindeman. 
One of the 
principal tributaries of the upper Yu 
kon is the Lewes river, named by Mr. 
Robert Campbell, of the Hudson Bay 
Company, about 1848.

At 
the valuation of the preceding year, 
the total amount to be credited to the 
year’s butter, cheese and milk account 
is $5,109,381. an Increase of $136,935. 


Some persons find difficulty In under 
standing how, since the Images of ob­ 
jects looked at are inverted in the eyes, 
we nevertheless see the objects right 
Side up. 
Recent experiments by Doc­ 
tor Stratton indicate that we possess an 
interesting power of adjustment in this 
regard.

of great peril. 
Dr. Evans took the

Xflends In th,a army succeeded in carry­ 
ing her^througb the lines, with a lady 
AU^pdant, and took her to England, 
whdle he rented for her the hAUse 
which she still occupies at ChlselhursL 
Dr. 
Evans 
numbered 
most 
of the 
crowned heads and titled personages 
of Europe among his patients. 
The 
suffering which he witnessed in camps 
and hospitals in the Crimean war m ul$ 
him an earnest advocate of reforms. 
He came to this country 
during 
the 
Civil war to help to organize the sani­ 
tary commission, and during the Fran- 
co-Prusslan war he directed the work 
of the Red Cross. 


The United States Board 
on Geo­ 
graphic Names, which meets at stated 
intervals, has just rendered decisions 
determining the spelling of 149 geo­ 
graphic names. These include a num­ 
ber in Alaska, significant at this time 
In view of the Klondike excitement. 
Many variations of nomenclature for 
the same place are encountered, and 
the board's action settles the uniform 
usage. Following is a summary of ac­ 
tion taken relating to places conspic­ 
uously mentioned in the gold stories: 
As to Klondike, the decision is to spell 
it as here given, and 
not 
C4omlyke, 
Klondyke, Chandlke, Chandik or Deer, 
Reindeer, Trondlke 
nor Thronduck. 
One of the lakes of the upper Yukon 
was named Lebarge by 
the Western 
Telegraph Expedition in 
1868 
after 
Mtke Debarge, a member of the explor­ 
ing party, who is now 
living some­ 
where near Ottawa, Canada. Late pub­ 
lications have fallen into the error of 
spelling this l^alvarge, but the board 
adheres to the original form, I ¿e barge. 
There is a Lebarge river 
in Alaska. 
When Schwatka descended the Yukon 
in 1883 he named one of the lakes on 
Its headwaters Lindeman 
after 
Dr. 
Moritx Lindeman, now vice-president 
of the Bremen Geographical Society. 
This sometimes appears 
erroneously 
•s Lindemann and 
Linderman. 
The 
board adopts Lindeman. 
One of the 
principal tributaries of the upper Yu­ 
kon is the Lewes river, named by Mr. 
Robert Campbell, of the Hudson Bay 
Company, about 1848.

The Gold Craze of '49. 
At the time of the first gold dis­ 
covery in California the prospector 
was unknown. Captain Sutter built 
his house at the head of navigation 
on the Sacramento, because be believ 
ed that a tide of immigration woulc 
flow westward over the Rockies as 
soon as the Dews of California’s addi 
tion to the Union was known, and that 
this would be a good spot for a trade 
iug-post and outfitting station. 
In 1847 Vie made an agreement with 
James W. Marshall, a machinist from 
New Jersey, to build a sawmill, some 
miles up the river from his own house 
It was while the mill was building, on 
January 24, 1848, according to the 
diary of one of the workmen employ 
ed there, that Marshall found some 
grains of gold in the sand while walk­ 
ing in the tail-race of tho mill. He 
ahoy, cd the specimen!s to his half 
dozen workmen, but uoue of them 
realized the importance of tho discov­ 
ery at that time. On the following 
day Marshall gathered up as many of 
the bits of gravel im be could carry in 
the crown of his hat, and took them 
down to his employer, Capt. Sutter. 
The latter conveyed them lo San 
Francisco, where they were analyzed 
and pronounced to contain gold. 
Thou ensued such a scene as man­ 
kind had never before witnessed. 
With almost electric rapidity the re­ 
port went around tho world. Gold in 
California! Rivers lined with gold! 
Mountains of gold! 
Gold to be had 
for the labor of picking it up! From 
all paris of the Uniou, from Europe, 
from every quarter of the globe, an 
army of frenzied argonauts was soon 
racing across the plains, around the 
Horn, crowding every available route 
that led to this wonderful Western 
land of gold.—From “Great Gold 
Discoveries,” by E. W. May, in Dem­ 
orest^ Family Magazine for January.

Tbe public examiner makes serious 
charges against ceitain of the county 
officials of Beltrami county.

The Gold Craza of ’49. 
At the time of the first gold dis­ 
covery in California the prospeotor 
was unknown. Captain Sntter built 
his house at the head of navigation, 
on the Sacremento, because he believ 
ed that a tide of immigration would 
flow westward over the Rockies as 
soon as the news of California’s addi 
tion to the Union was known, and that 
this would be a good spot for atrade- 
ing-post and outfitting station. 
In 1847 be made an agreement with 
James W. Marshall, a machinist from 
New Jersey, to build a sawmill, some 
miles up the river from his owu house. 
It was while the mill was building, on 
January 24, 1848, according to the 
diary of one of the workmen employ­ 
ed there, that Marshall found some 
grains of gold in the sand while walk 
ing in the tail-race of the mill. He 
sbov.cd tbe specimeuts to his half 
dozen workmen, but uoue of them 
realized the importance of tho discov­ 
ery at that time. Ou the following 
day Marshall gathered up as mauy of 
the bits of gravel as be could carry in 
the crown of his hut, and took them 
down to his employer, Capt. Sutter. 
The latter conveyed them to Sao 
Francisco, where they were analyzed 
and pronounced to contain gold. 
Then ensue J such a scene as man­ 
kind had never before witnessed. 
With almost electric rapidity the re­ 
port went around tho world. Goldin 
California! Rivers lined with gold! 
Mountains of gold! Gold to be had 
for the labor of picking it up! From 
all parts of the Uniou, from Europe, 
from every quarter of tbe globe, au 
army of frenzied argonauts was soou 
racing across the plains, around tbe 
Horn, crowding every available route 
that led to this wouderful Western 
land of gold.—From “Great Gold 
Discoveries,” by E. W. May, in Dem- 
orest’s Futnily Magazine for January.

In its gloom their 
torches burn with a fitful glare that 
wakes black shadow’s among the 
trusses of the railroad structure over­ 
head. A woman, with worn shawl 
drawn tightly about head and shoul­ 
ders, bargains with a peddler for a 
monkey on a stick and two cents’ 
worth of flitter-gold. Five ill-clad 
youngsters flatten their noses against 
the frozen pane of the toy-shop, in 
ecstasy at something there, which 
proves to be a milk-wagon, with 
driver, horses, and cans that can be 
unloaded. It is something their minds 
can grasp. One comes forth with a 
penny goldfish of pasteboard clutched 
tightly in his hand, and casting cau­ 
tious glances right and left, speeds 
across the way to the door of a tene­ 
ment, where a little girl stands wait­ 
ing. " R ’s yer Chris’mas, Kate,” he 
says, and thrusts it into her eager fist. 
The black doorway swallows them up. 
Across the narrow yard, in the base­ 
ment of the rear house, the lights cf 
a Christmas tree show against the 
grimy window-pane. The two children 
are busily engaged fixing the goldfish 
upon one of its branches. Three little 
candles that burn there shed light 
upon a scene of utmost desolation. 
The room is black with smoke and 
dirt. In the middle of the floor oozes 
an oil-stove that serves at once to 
take the raw' edge off the cold and cook 
the meals by. Half the windowpaies 
are broken, and the holes stuffed with 
rags. The sleeve of an old coat hangs 
out of one, and beats drearily upon 
the sash when the wind sweeps over 
the fence and rattles the rotten shut­ 
ters.

The tw’o 
from the street are pulling it around 
to get the tree in range. The baby 
sees it, and crows with delight. The 
boy shakes a branch, and the gold­ 
fish leaps and sparkles in the candle­ 
light.

Aud they clap their hands in 
glee. The woman at the table wakes 
out of her stupor, gazes around her, 
and hursts into a fit of maudlin weep­ 
ing. 
The door fallís to. Five flights up, 
another opens upon a bare attic room 
which a patient little W’oman is setting 
to rights. There are only three chairs, 
a box, and a bedstead in the room, 
but they take a deal of careful arrang­ 
ing. The bed hides the broken plas­ 
ter in the wall through which the wind 
came in; each chair-leg stands over 
a rat-hole, at once to hide it and keep 
the rats out.

The weather at that time was 
quite warm and they were fed per day 
five pounds of feed in the morning and 
two pounds In the evening, the morn­ 
ing feed being table scraps, such as 
meat, pieces of bread, boiled and fried 
potatoes, and such material as usually 
comes from a boarding table. 
Their 
ration 
of 
grain consisted of wheat 
screenings, which was composed prin­ 
cipally of small berries of wheat and 
cracked wheat. 
As the weather got 
colder, their food gradually increased 
until they took on the 31st day of De­ 
cember 
eleven 
and 
three-fourths 
pounds of scraps in the morning, and 
eleven and a half pounds of wheat In 
the evening. 
During 
the month of 
January 
the 
feed 
ration 
remained 
about tho same. 
January 20 a large 
stove was put into the house, and a 
fire started with lignite coal. 
On the 
31st of January the feed had decreas 
ed to six pounds in the morning and 
eight and three-fourths in the even­ 
ing. The last of March four and a half 
pounds mornings and four and three- 
fourths evenings. The total amount of 
fuel burned from the 20th of January 
to the 1st of April cost $4.50. 
During 
the month of January previous to the 
use of the stove, the average number 
of eggs per day was 2%, the remain­ 
ing of the month from the 21st to the 
end, it was 6 3-11, showing the influ­ 
ence that heat exerted upon the pro­ 
duction of eggs. 
The question natur­ 
ally arises, can the farmer, under the 
conditions existing 
on the ordinary 
farm, afford to take care of his poultry 
by furnishing artificial heat? 
An ex­ 
amination of the above figures shows 
that but half the food is consumed, 
and that the egg production is more 
than doubled. 
With 
eggs worth 25 
cents per dozen at this season of the 
year and food at the ordinary prices, 
it should seem to me that it would 
not only be economy to heat the poul­ 
try house, but would be a source of 
great profit, especially after arrange­ 
ments had once been completed, so 
that It would require but little extra 
work.

Feeding for Eggs.—That food has as 
much to do with the egg production as 
it has with beef or butter, there is but 
little question. We placed two pens of 
fowls, under exactly the same Condi­ 
tions, as far as the temperature, room 
and care were concerned, but fed them 
with 
an 
entirely different object in 
view. One pen we wished for breed­ 
ing purposes and did not want them to 
lay until the breeding season opened. 
so that we can get a more steady egg 
production than if they were made to 
lay during 
the 
entire winter. 
The 
other pen it was not intended to use at 
all for breeders, 
but 
to produce the 
greatest number of eggs possible, at 
the 
time 
of 
year when they would 
bring the highest price. 
During the 
month of December, 1895,the pen which 
was intended for laying experiment, 
contained nineteen 
pullets, 
and the 
one intended for 
breeding 
purposes 
contained sixteen pullets. 
During this 
month the laying pen laid sixty-three 
eggs, the non-laying pen no eggs. Dur­ 
ing the month of January the laying 
pen 124 eggs, the nonlaying pen seven 
eggs. 
During the month of February, 
the laying pen 109 eggs and the non­ 
laying pen twelve eggs. 
During 
the 
month of March the laying pen 168 
and the non-laying pen 
forty-three. 
During the month of April, the layiug 
pen 129, and the non-laying 189. 


C ar* of Ccw* a t Ca’ting. 
A critical time In the cow’s existence 
is at her periodical calving time. This 
period is the culmination of a season's 
devotion to the growth and develop­ 
ment of her young and, incidentally. 
making preparation for milk giving. 
In her natural state, the cow feeds her 
calf a short time only, so that it is 
early taught to be self-reliant. This is 
necessary, since if the calf were to de­ 
pend upon the dam for sustenance long, 
in colder latitudes 
at 
least, 
winter 
would prove too severe for it. 
The 
aim of man in domesticating the cow 
for his use has been to lengthen the 
milking period against the cow s habit 
of reducing her How of milk after be­ 
coming pregnant again. And his greed 
for a long 
milking 
period in dairy 
cows, especially, has entailed disease 
upon tile cow and a weakened consti­ 
tution in her offspring. 
Now, with a 
steadily increasing population without 
a corresponding increase in the num ­ 
ber of cows in the United States, It 
seems reasonable that it will not only 
pay to take good care of the cow. but to 
care for her in such a manner us to 
enable her to give birth to a robust, 
vigorous calf. 
In order that all this 
may be brought about, the cow should 
have a respito from milking of two 
or three months before the next calf ic 
born. 
From the writer’s personal ex­ 
perience and observation, there is rea­ 
son to believe that the cow which goes 
dry for sixty or ninety 
days before 
calving will make equally good returns 
for food and care as one that is milked 
to within a month of parturition. 
During this period of non-lactation 
the cow should be fed good, nutrition* 
food; and with most animals it is de­ 
sirable that even a half-fat condition be 
reached before the calf is born. A cow 
in which the maternal instinct of milk- 
giving is well developed draws upon 
this store of fat to augment her yield. 
And it is pretty good evidence of qual­ 
ity in cows when they fall away in 
flesh while giving milk—provided they 
are fairly and generously fed. 
As ma­ 
turity approaches the cow’s physical 
condition should be closely watched. 
A properly fed and well-treated cow 
seldom fails to “do well” at calving 
time. Cows fed largely on corn or such 
carbonaceous foods are apt to be fev­ 
erish or constipated. 
This 
must 
be 
avoided or overcome by the best meant 
possible. Oats or bran are foods which 
will bring about a lax condition of the 
bowels and largely help to avoid the 
complications incident to calving. Ep­ 
som salts or glauber salts should bl 
among the medical stores of every well 
regulated farm. 
A pound of either ol 
these salts dissolved In water and given 
ns a drench soon before this event will 
have a cooling effect on the system. Ye! 
It has been observed the same quantity 
given in, say, two ounce doses daily 
in a bran slop, for a week or so pre­ 
viously will have equally,, lf not bet 
ter, effects. 
One reason for which it 
that this detail would ensure close? 
observation of 
individual 
condition. 
Every farm 
ought 
to have a place 
where a cow about to calve may bi 
turned into In anticipation of this in­ 
teresting event. And she should be pul 
there long enough beforehand that she 
may become accustomed to her quar­ 
ters before the calf is born. 
It is ac 
inhumane way of 
treating 
a brute 
even, to let a cow endure the pangs ol 
labor while confined by a rigid stanch 
eon. 
Usually, 
the 
calf is delivered 
without assistance of the attendant, yet 
it is always 
desirable 
that help bt 
given if needed; and when such is re 
quired, be deliberate and patient in sc 
doing. After the calf is born give tin 
cow a thin bran slop, which may in 
repeated until the cow has had enough 
to quench her thirst. 
If the afterbirth 
is not expelled within an hour or si 
give her a pailful of dry whole oats 
This quantity of grain will not Injun 
the cow' and seems to act favorably tt 
the desired end. The calf may be left 
with its mother during the period whet! 
the milk is unfit for use except as de 
signed by nature. To strip the cow at 
this time Is to unduly excite the main 
mary glands and often conduces to ac 
increased feverish condition of the ud­ 
der. 
It is well, however, to have the 
quarters emptied uniformly; else troll 
blo of another kind may result. 
The 
cow’s food for a week or ten day* 
should be of a light character, afiei 
which the food may be gradually in­ 
creased. 
Cows 
treated in a rational 
manner are not likely to be victim 
of milk fever, and the plan here out 
lined will go far toward insuring value 
blo stock from this dread disease.

We began the last of March to get 
our breeding pen, which has been so 
far designated as the “non-laying pen,” 
Into good laying trim, with the results 
as above stated. 
From this time on, 
the breeders, although less In number 
than the other pen, laid a great many 
more eggs. For the month of May the 
laying pen laid 142 eggs, the non-lay­ 
ing pen 381 eggs. The method of feed­ 
ing that was employed to bring this 
about was substantially 
as 
follows: 
The morning 
feed 
for those which 
were intended to produce eggs consist­ 
ed of boiled lean meat, scraps from the 
table, the fat having been removed, 
wheat screenings, with constant drink­ 
ing water. For the evening feed, wheat 
screenings what they wanted to eat, 
mixed with 
corn 
twice 
per 
week. 
Those which were not Intended 
for 
producing 
eggs 
were fed on wheat 
screenings of poorer quality with corn. 
These gradually Increased in weight 
until they bad the appearance of being 
over-fat. This pen, although not put to 
laying until the 1st of April, averaged 
150% eggs per hen during the season. 


They 
were 
pure 
bred 
Plymouth 
Rocks. 
The other which was put to 
laying during the entire winter aver­ 
aged 153 eggs per hen. The average 
price of the eggs was 18 cents per 
dozen. 
The 
average 
price of those 
which did not begin until April I was 
11% cents per dozen, at regular m ar­ 
ket prices. 
This shows a marked dif­ 
ference in the average price, due prin­ 
cipally to the high price of eggs dur­ 
ing the months of December, January, 
February and the fore part of March.

The subjec t of how to water the poul­ 
try in winter la 
worthy 
the 
best 
thought of the poultry keeper. 
If the 
house be warm and the weather mild 
water will stand for some time with 
out freezing and if the birds are wa­ 
tered twice a day they will probably 
get all the water needed. 
We have 
known houses thut were so 
warmly 
built that water would not freeze in 
the coldest weather, but there are few 
houses of that kind. 
Most of them are 
of single thickness 
of 
boards, 
and 
through these the cold soon penetrates. 
There are upon the market different 
kinds of water heaters, which prob­ 
ably are quite effective in keeping the 
water at a temperature above freezing. 
But most of our farmers will hardly 
care to invest. 
Taking all things to­ 
gether, the best means for 
watering 
fowls in cold weather is to use water 
that is as hot as they can drink with 
comfort aud taking it away by the time 
it has cooled sufficiently to freeze. W a­ 
tering them in this way twice a day 
will probably give all the water neces­ 
sary, but we do not consider it the 
best, as we believe the hen 
should 
have constant access to water. 


Some Hog Feeds.—Do not make a 
hog eat a bushel of filth in order to 
get a bushel of grain. 
A clean feeding 
flour is not difficult to have, and your 
grain will go further and tbe health of 
your hogs will be better for having it. 
Neither 
is 
dishwater a very bearty 
food, and must never he made to take 
the place of fresh, clean water.—Ex.

Experiment* W ith Poultry. 
ORTH 
DAKOTA 
Experiment Station 
report: January 1. 
1896, we began 
a 
series 
of 
experi­ 
ments 
to 
deter­ 
mine, 
if possible, 
what effect, if any, 
heating the 
poul­ 
try 
house 
would 
have upon the pro­ 
duction of 
eggs, 
requirements. On De- 
we 
put 
forty-six 
chickens, 
including 
several 
varie­ 
ties 
of 
birds 
into 
the 
poultry 
house. The weather at that time was 
quite warm and they were fed per day 
five pounds of feed in the morning and 
two pounds in the evening, the morn­ 
ing feed being table scraps, such as 
meat, pieces of bread, boiled and fried 
potatoes, and such material as usually 
comes from a boarding table. 
Their 
ration 
of 
grain consisted of wheat 
screenings, which was composed prin­ 
cipally of small berries of wheat and 
cracked wheat. 
As the weather got 
colder, their food gradually increased 
until they took on the 31st day of De­ 
cember 
eleven 
and 
three-fourths 
pounds of scraps In the morning, and 
eleven and a half pounds of wheat in 
the evening. 
During 
the month of 
January 
the 
feed 
ration 
remained 
about the same. 
January 20 a large 
stove was put into the house, and a 
fire started with lignite coal. 
On the 
31st of January the feed had decreas 
ed to six pounds in the morning and 
eight and three-fourths in the even 
ing. The last of March four and a half 
pounds mornings and four and three- 
fourths evenings. The total amount of 
fuel burned from the 20th of January 
to the 1st of April cost $4.50. 
During 
the month of January previous to the 
use of the stove, the average number 
of eggs per day was 2%, the remain 
ing of the month from the 21st to the 
end, it was 6 3-11, showing the influ­ 
ence that heat exerted upon the pro­ 
duction of eggs. 
The question natur­ 
ally arises, can the farmer, under the 
conditions existing 
on the ordinary 
farm, afford to take care of his poultry 
by furnishing artificial heat? An ex­ 
amination of the above figures shows 
that but half the food is consumed, 
and that the egg production is more 
than doubled. 
With 
eggs worth 25 
cents per dozen at this season of the 
year and food at the ordinary prices, 
it should seem to me that it would 
not only be economy to heat the poul­ 
try house, but would be a source of 
great profit, especially after arrange­ 
ments had once been completed, so 
that it would require but little extra 
work. 
Feeding for Eggs.—That food has as 
much to do with the egg production as 
it has with beef or butter, there is but 
little question. We placed two pens of 
fowls, under exactly the same Condi­ 
tions, as far as the temperature, room 
and care were concerned, but fed them 
with 
an 
entirely different object in 
view. One pen we wished for breed­ 
ing purposes and did not want them to 
lay until the breeding season opened, 
so that we can get a more steady egg 
production than if they were made to 
lay during 
the 
entire winter. 
The 
other pen it was not intended to use at 
all for breeders, 
but 
to produce the 
greatest number of eggs possible, at 
the 
time of year when they would 
bring the highest price. 
During the 
month of December, 1895,the pen which 
was intended for laying experiment, 
contained nineteen 
pullets, 
and the 
one intended for 
breeding 
purposes 
contained sixteen pullets. During this 
month the laying pen laid sixty-three 
eggB, the non-laying pen no eggs. Dur­ 
ing the month of January the laying 
pen 124 eggs, the nonlaying pen seven 
eggs. 
During the month of February, 
the laying pen 109 eggs and the non­ 
laying pen twelve eggs. 
During 
the 
month of March the laying pen 168 
and the non-laying pen 
forty-three. 
During the month of April, the laying 
pen 129, and the non-laying 189. 
We began the last of March to get 
our breeding pen, which has been so 
far designated as the “non-laying pen,” 
into good laying trim, with the results 
as above stated. 
From this time on, 
the breeders, although less in number 
than the other pen, laid a great many 
more eggs. For the month of May the 
laying pen laid 142 eggs, the non-lay­ 
ing pen 381 eggs. The method of feed­ 
ing that was employed to bring this 
about was substantially 
as 
follows: 
The morning 
feed 
for those which 
were intended to produce eggs consist­ 
ed of boiled lean meat, scraps from the 
table, the fat having been removed, 
wheat screenings, with constant drink­ 
ing water. For the evening feed, wheat 
screenings what they wanted to eat, 
mixed with 
corn 
twice 
per 
week. 
Those which were not Intended 
for 
producing 
eggs 
were fed on wheat 
screenings of poorer quality with corn. 
These gradually Increased in weight 
until they had the appearance of being 
over-fat. This pen, although not put to 
laying until the 1st of April, averaged 
150% eggs per ben during the season.

A critical time in the cow’s existence 
is at her periodical calving time. This 
period is the culmination of a season's 
devotion to the growth and develop­ 
ment of her young and. incidentally, 
making preparation for milk giving. 
In her natural state, the cow feeds her 
calf a short time only, so that It is 
early taught to be self-reliant. This is 
necessary, since if the calf were to de­ 
pend upon the dam for sustenance long, 
in colder latitudes at 
least; 
Winter 
would prove too severe for it. 
The 
aim of man in domesticating the cow 
for lils use has been to lengthen the 
milking period against the cow’s habit 
of reducing her flow of milk after be­ 
coming pregnant again. And it is greed 
for a long 
milking 
period in dairy 
cows, especially, has entailed disease 
upon the cow and a weakened consti­ 
tution in her offspring. 
Now, with a 
steadily increasing population without 
a corresponding increase in the num­ 
ber of cows in the United States, it 
seems reasonable that it will not only 
pay to take good care of the cow. but to 
care for her in such a manner as to 
enable her to give birth to a robust, 
vigorous calf. 
In order that all this 
may be brought about, the cow should 
have a resplto from milking of two 
or three months before the next calf ic 
born. From the writer’s personal ex­ 
perience and obsérvation, there is rea­ 
son to believe that the cow which goes; 
dry for sixty or ninety 
days before 
calving will make equally good returns 
for food and care as one that is milked 
to within a month of parturition. 
During this period of non-lactation 
the cow should be fed good,-nutritious 
food; and with most animals it is de­ 
sirable that even a haif-fat condition be 
reached before the calf is born. 
A cow 
in which the maternal instinct of milk- 
giving is well developed draws upon 
this store of fat to augment her yield. 
And it is pretty good evidence of qual­ 
ity in cowh when they fall away in 
flesh while giving milk-—provided they 
are fairly and generously fed. 
As ma­ 
turity approaches the cow’s physical 
condition should be closely watched. 
A properly fed and well-treated cow 
Hcldom falls to “do well” at calving 
time. Cows fed largely on corn or such 
carbonaceous foods are apt to be fev­ 
erish or constipated. 
This 
must 
bt 
avoided or overcome by the best meant 
possible. Oats or bran are foods which 
will bring about a lax condition of tin 
bowels and largely help to avoid the 
complications incident to calving. Ep­ 
som salts or glauber salts should be 
among the medical stores of every well 
regulated farm. 
A pound of either ol 
these salts dissolved in water and given 
as a drench soon before this event will 
have a cooling effect on the system. Yel 
it has been observed the same quantity 
given in, say, two ounce doses daily 
in a bran slop, for a week or so pre­ 
viously will have equally,, if not bet­ 
ter, effects. 
One reason for which h 
that this detail would ensure closer 
observation of 
individual 
condition. 
Every farm 
ought 
to have a plací 
where a cow about to calve may be 
turned into in anticipation of this in­ 
teresting event. And she should be put 
there long enough beforehand that shi 
may become accustomed to her quar­ 
ters before the calf is born. 
It is an 
inhumane way of 
treating 
a brute 
even, to let a cow endure the pangs ol 
labor while confined by a rigid stanch 
eon. 
Usually, 
the 
calf is delivered 
without assistance of the attendant, yet 
it is always 
desirable 
that help b« 
given if needed; and when such is re 
quired, be deliberate and patient in at 
doing. After the calf is horn give thr 
cow a thin bran slop, which may b< 
repeated until the row has had enough 
to quench her thirst. 
If the afterbirth 
is not expelled within an hour or hi 
give her a pailful of dry whole oats 
This quantity of grain will not injur* 
the cow and seems to act favorably t( 
the desired end. The calf may be left 
with its mother during the period when 
the milk is unfit for use except as de 
signed by nature. To strip the cow at 
this time is to unduly excite the mam­ 
mary glands and often conduces to an 
increased feverish condition of the ud­ 
der. 
It is well, however, to have the 
quarters emptied uniformly; else trou 
bio of another kind may result. 
The 
cow’s food for a week or ten day* 
should he of a light character, afiei 
which the food may be gradually in­ 
creased. 
Cows 
treated in a rational 
manner are not likely to be victima 
of milk fever, and the plan here out 
lined will go far toward insuring valua 
hie stock from this dread disease.

W ate r for P o u ltry to Winter. 
The subject of how to water the pom 
1 try In winter is 
worthy 
the 
best 
thought of the poultry keeper. 
If the 
house be warm and the weather mild 
! water will stand for some time with 
out freezing and if the birds are wa- 
i tered twice a day they will probably 
get all the water needed. 
We have 
: known houses that were so 
warmly 
built that water would not freeze in 
the coldest weather, but there are few 
houses of that kind. 
Most of them are 
of single thickness 
of 
boards, 
and 
through these the cold soon penetrates. 
There are upon the market different 
kinds of water beaters, which prob­ 
ably are quite effective in keeping the 
water at a temperature above freezing. 
But most of our farmers will hardly 
care to invest. Taking all things to­ 
gether, the best means for 
watering 
fowls in cold weather is to use water 
that is as hot as they can drink with 
comfort and taking it away by the time 
it has cooled sufficiently to freeze. Wa­ 
tering them in this way twice a day 
will probably give all the water neces­ 
sary, but we do not consider It the 
best, as we believe the hen 
should 
have constant access to water. 


Some Hog Feeds.—Do not make a 
hog eat a bushel of filth in order to 
get a bushel of grain. A clean feeding 
flour is not difficult to have, and your 
grain will go further and the health of 
your hogs will be better for having it. 
Neither i« 
dishwater a very hearty 
food, and must never he made to take 
the place of fresh, clean water.—E*.

At the time of tbe first gold dis­ 
covery in California tho prospector 
was unknown.

soon as the news of California’s addi­ 
tion to the Union was known, and that 
this would be a good spot for a trade- 
ing-post and outfitting station. 
In 1847 he made an agreement with 
James \V. Marshall, a machinist from 
New Jersey, to build a sawmill, some 
miles ur> the river from his own house. 
It was while the mill was building, on 
Janus ry 24, 1848, according to the 
diury of one of the workmen employ­ 
ed there, that Marshall found some 
grains of gold in the sand while walk­ 
ing in th(> tail-race of the mill. 
lie 
showed the speciments to his half 
dozen workmen, but none of them 
realized the importance of the discov­ 
ery at that time. 
On the following 
day Marshall gathered up as many of 
the bits of gravel us ho could carry iu 
the crown of his hat, and took them 
down to his employer, Capt. Sutter. 
The latter conveyed them to San 
Francisco, where they were analyzed 
and pronounced to contain gold.

milk-wagon, 
with 
driver, horses, and cans that can be 
unloaded. 
It is something their minds 
can grasp. 
One comes forth with a 
penny goldfish of pasteboard clutched 
tightly in his hand, and casting cau­ 
tious glances right and 
left, speeds 
across the way to the door of a tene­ 
ment, where a little girl stands wait­ 
ing. 
“R ’s yer Chrls’mas, Hate,”

The black doorway swallows them up. 
Across the narrow yard, in the base­

The w eath er at t h a t tim e was 
quite w a rm and they were fed per day 
five pounds of feed in the m o rn in g and 
two pounds in the evening, the m o r n ­ 
ing feed being 
table scraps, such as 
meat, pieces of bread, boiled and tried 
potatoes, an d such material as usually 
comes from a boarding table. 
T heir 
ration 
of 
grain consisted of wheat 
screenings, which was composed p r i n ­ 
cipally of small berries of wheat and 
cracked wheat. 
As the w eather got 
colder, th e ir food gradually increased 
until they took on the 31st day of De­ 
cember 
eleven 
and 
three-fourths 
pounds of scraps in the morning, and 
eleven and a half pounds of wheat in 
the evening. 
During 
the m o n th of 
J an u ary 
the 
feed 
ration 
rem ained 
about the same. 
J a n u a r y 20 a large 
stove was p u t into the house, and a 
fire started with lignite coal. 
On the 
31st of J a n u a r y the feed had decreas­ 
ed to six pounds in the m o rn in g and 
eight and three-fourths in the even­ 
ing. 
T he last of March four an d a half 
pounds m o rn in g s and four and three- 
fourths evenings. 
The total a m o u n t of 
fuel burned from the 20th of J a n u a r y 
to the 1st of April cost $1.50. 
During 
the m o n th of J a n u a r y previous to the 
use of the stove, the average n u m b e r 
of eggs per day was 2:!4, the r e m a in ­ 
ing of the m o n th from the 21st to the 
end, it was 6 3-11, show ing th e influ­ 
ence th a t h e a t exerted upon the pro­ 
duction of eggs. 
The question n a t u r ­ 
ally arises, can the farmer, under the 
conditions existing 
on the ordinary 
farm, afford to take care of his poultry 
by furnishing artificial heat? 
An e x ­ 
am ination of the above figures shows 
th at but half the food is consumed, 
and th a t the egg production is more 
than doubled. 
W ith 
eggs worth 25 
cents per dozen at this season of the 
year and food at the ordinary prices, 
it should seem to me t h a t it would 
not only be economy to heat the poul­ 
try house, but would be a source of 
great profit, especially after a r r a n g e ­ 
m ents 
had 
once 
been 
completed, so 
th a t it would require but little extra 
work. 


Feeding for Eggs.—T h at food has as 
much to do with the egg production as 
it has with beef or butter, there is but 
little question. 
We placed two pens of 
fowls, under exactly the same Condi 
tions, as far as the temperature, 100111 
and care were concerned, but fed them 
with 
an 
entirely different object in 
view. One pen we wished for breed­ 
ing purposes and did not want them to 
lay until the breeding season opened, 
so th a t we can get a more steady egg 
production th a n if they were m ade to 
lay during 
the 
entire winter. 
The 
o ther pen it was not intended to use at 
all for breeders, 
but 
to produce the 
greatest 
n u m b e r of eggs possible, at 
the 
time 
of 
year when they would 
bring the h ighest price. 
During the 
m onth of December, 1895,the pen which 
was intended for laying experiment, 
contained nineteen 
pullets, 
and the 
one intended for 
breeding 
purposes 
contained sixteen pullets. 
During this 
m onth the laying pen laid sixty-three I 
eggs, the non laying pen no eggs. Dur­ 
ing the m onth of J a n u a r y the laying 
pen 124 eggs, the nonlaying pen seven 
eggs. 
D uring the m o n th of February, 
the laying pen 109 eggs and the non- 
laying pen twelve eggs. 
During 
the 
m onth of March the laying pen 168 
and the non-laying pen 
forty-three. | 
During the m o n th of April, the laying ; 
pen 129, and the non-laying 189. 


We began th e last of March to get 
our breeding pen, which has been so 
far designated as the “ non-laying pen,” 
in to good laying trim, with the results 
as above stated. 
F ro m this time on, 
the breeders, although less in n u m b e r 
than the other pen, laid a great m a n y 
m ore eggs. F o r the m onth of May tlje 
laying pen laid 142 eggs, the non-lay- 1 
ing pen 381 eggs. 
The method of feed­ 
ing t h a t was employed to bring this 
about was substantially 
as 
follows: 
The m orn in g 
feed 
for those which 
were intended to produce eggs consist­ 
ed o! boiled lean meat, scraps from the 
table, the fat having been removed, 
wheat screenings, with constant d r i n k ­ 
ing water. 
F o r the evening feed, wheat 
screenings w h a t they wanted to eat, 
mixed with 
corn 
twice 
per 
week. 
Those which were not Intended 
for 
producing 
eggs 
were fed on wheat 
screenings of poorer quality with corn. 
These gradually increased In weight 
until they had the appearance of being 
over-fat. This pen, although not put to 
laying until the 1st of April, averaged 
150*£ eggs per hen during the season. 


T hey 
were 
pure 
bred 
P ly m o u th 
Rocks. 
T he other which was put to 
laying during the entire winter a v e r ­ 
aged 153 eggs per hen. The average 
price of the eggs was 18 cents per 
dozen. 
The 
average 
price of those 
which did not begin until April 1 was 
1P,£ cents per dozen, at regular m a r ­ 
ket prices. 
T h is shows a m ark ed dif­ 
ference in the average price, due p r i n ­ 
cipally to the high price of eggs d u r ­ 
ing the m o n th s of December, Ja n u a ry , 
February and the fore p art of March. 


Car* of C« wa at C aving. 
A critical time in the cow's existence 
is at her periodical calving time. This 
period is the culmination of a se a so n ’s 
devotion to the growth and develop­ 
ment of her young and, incidentally, 
m aking preparation for milk giving. 
In her n a tu ra l state, the cow feeds her 
calf a short time only, ho that it is 
early ta u g h t to be self-reliant. 
This is 
necessary, since if the calf Were to de 
pend upon the dam for sustenance long, 
in colder latitudes 
at 
least, 
winter 
would prove too severe for it. 
The 
aim of m a n in domesticating the cow 
for bis use has been to lengthen the 
milking period against the cow’s habit 
of reducing her tlow of milk after be­ 
coming pregnant again. 
And his greed 
for a long 
milking 
period in dairy 
cows, especially, has entailed disease 
upon the cow and a weakened consti 
tution in her offspring. 
Now, with a 
steadily increasing population without 
a corresponding Increase in the n u m ­ 
ber of cows in the United States, it 
seems reasonable that it will not only 
pay to take good care of the cow, but to 
care for her in such a m a n n e r as to 
enable her to give birth to a robust, 
vigorous calf. 
In o rd er th a t all this 
may be brought about, the cow should 
have a respito from milking of two 
or three m o nths before the next calf if 
born. 
F r o m the w rite r’s personal e x ­ 
perience and observation, there is rea­ 
son to believe th at the cow which goes: 
dry for sixty or ninety 
days before 
calving will m ake equally good returns 
for food and care as one that is milked 
to within a m onth of parturition. 
D uring this period of non-lactation 
tho cow should bo fed good, nutritious 
food; and with most an im als It is de­ 
sirable th a t even a half fat condition b» 
reached before the calf is born. 
A cow 
in which the m aternal instinct of milk- 
giving is well developed draw s upon 
this store of fat to au g m e n t her yield. 
And it is pretty good evidence of q u a l­ 
ity in cows when they fall away iu 
flesh while giving milk 
provided they 
are fairly and generously fed. 
As m a ­ 
turity approaches the cow’s physical 
condition should be closely watched. 
A properly fed and well-treated cow 
seldom fails to “do well” a t calving 
time. Cows fed largely on corn or such 
carbonaceous foods are apt to be fev­ 
erish or constipated. 
This 
must 
hr 
avoided or overcome by the bent meant 
possible. 
Oats or bran are foods which 
will bring about a lax condition of the 
bowels and largely help to avoid the 
complications incident to calving. Ep 
som salts or glauber salts should be 
am ong the medical stores of every well 
regulated farm. 
A pound of either ol 
these salts dissolved in water and given 
as a drench soon before this event will 
have a cooling effect on the system. Yel 
it has been observed the same quantit} 
given in, say, two ounce doses dai!.y 
in a bran slop, for a week or so pre 
viously will have equally,, if not bet 
ter, effects. 
One reason for which b 
that this detail would ensure closer 
observation of 
individual 
condition. 
Every farm 
ought 
to have a placi 
where a cow about to calve may b( 
turned into in anticipation of this in 
teresting event. 
And she should be put 
there long enough beforehand th at sh( 
may become accustomed to her q u a r ­ 
ters before the calf is born. 
It is an 
inh u m a n e way of 
treatin g 
a brute 
even, to let a cow endure the pangs ot 
labor while confined by a rigid stanch- 
eon. 
Usually, 
the 
calf is delivered 
| without assistance of the a tten d an t, yel 
: it is always 
desirable 
th a t help b* 
j given if needed; and when such is re 
quired, be deliberate and patient in sc 
doing. 
After tin* calf is born give tin 
j cow a thin bran slop, which may b* 
repeated until the cow lias had enough 
to quench her thirst. 
If the afterbirth 
is not expelled within an hour or si 
give her a pailful of dry whole oats 
This quantity of grain will not Injur* 
the cow and seems to act favorably t< 
the desired end. 
T he calf may be left 
with its m o th e r d uring the period whet; 
the milk is unfit for use except as de 
! signed by nature. 
To strip the cow at 
this time is to unduly excite the m am 
m ary glands an d often conduces to an 
increased feverish condition of th e u d ­ 
der. 
It is well, however, to have the 
q u arters emptied uniformly; else trou 
hie of a n o th e r kind may result. 
The 
cow’s food for a week or ten days 
should he of a light character, aftei 
which the food m ay be gradually in­ 
creased. 
Cows 
treated In a rational 
m a n n e r are not likely to be victims 
of milk fever, and the plan here ou t­ 
lined will go far toward insuring valua 
hie stock from this dread disease. 


W a t e r f o r P o u l t r y In W i n t e r . 
The subject of bow to w a te r the poul­ 
try in winter is 
worthy 
the 
best 
th ought of the poultry keeper. 
If the 
house be w arm and the w eather mild 
water will stand for some tim e w ith ­ 
out freezing and if the birds are wa­ 
tered twice a day they will probably 
get all the w a te r needed. 
W e have 
known houses t h a t were so 
w arm ly 
built th at w a te r would not freeze in 
the coldest weather, but there are few 
houses of th a t kind. 
Most of them are 
of single thickness 
of 
boards, 
and 
through these the cold soon penetrates. 
T h ere are upon the m a r k e t different 
kinds of water heaters, which prob­ 
ably are quite effective in keeping the 
water at a te m p e ra tu re above freezing. 
But most of our farm ers will hardly 
care to invest. 
T a k in g all things to­ 
gether, the best m eans for 
w atering 
fowlp in cold w eath er is to use w ater 
th at is as hot as they can d rin k with 
comfort and tak in g it aw ay by the time 
it has cooled sufficiently to freeze. W a ­ 
tering them in this way twice a day 
will probably give all the w ater neces­ 
sary, but we do not consider it the 
best, as we believe the hen 
should 
have constant access to water. 


Some Hog Feeds.-—Do not m a k e a 
hog eat a bushel of filth in order to 
get a bushel of grain. 
A clean feeding 
flour is not difficult to have, and your 
grain will go f u rth e r and the h ealth of 
your hogs will be better for h av ing it.

is 
dish w ater a very hearty 
food, and must never be made to take 
the place of fresh, clean water.—Ex.

F HOM OUT OF THE WEST HAS COME 


SOLO. 


A new game of cards has come out of 
the west. 
It is a rapid, dashing game, 
giving to its devotees a good run for 
their money. 
Wherever it has been in­ 
troduced in the east it has caught the 
lovers of cards. 
Even poker, with its 
fascinating jack pots and the mysteries 
of the draw, becomes insipid after one 
has tasted the delirious joys of solo, as 
the western stranger is known. And, as 
for whists, hearts, casino, seven up and 
euchre, their existence is forgotten. 
A fierce “cutthroat” game is solo. 
The game came east when the new states 
of tho Dakotas, Montana, Washington 
and Idaho wero admitted into the Union 
and may fairly be termed the contribu­ 
tion of this new brood of communities 
to the gayety of nations. 
What is solo? It is a card game played 
with a pack of 86 cards, all below six 
being thrown out 
The cards rank as 
follows: Ace, tem, king, queen, jack, 
nine, eight, seven and six.

tens, 40; 4 kings, 16; 4 queens, ; 
4 jacks, 8. 
That game is played by three persons. 
If there are four at the table, tho dealer 
gives himself no hand, but shares tho 
fortunes of the two players opposed to 
tho single player. 
If thero are five or 
moro at the table, the dealer gives cards 
only to the three on the left. Those not 
receiving cards sharo the fortunes of tho 
two players opposed to the one player. 
Thoro aro always three active players in 
solo, and two of them aro always op­ 
posed to the third. 
Solo is played for so much a point, 
the single player winning or losing to 
ach of the others at the table. A cent a 
point foots up pretty well each time and 
makes a game good enough for social 
purposes. 
A dollar a point would re 
quire returned Klondikers for players, 
while $10 a point would make the finan­ 
cial magnates of tho world dizzy in 
throe rounds. 
The cards aro dealt one at a time, as 
in whist or poker, each player receiving 
IL the remaining 8 being laid aside 
and aro called the “ slough cards. ” Tho 
cards ha\ ing been dealt, the players, be­ 
ginning with the one on the left of the 
dealer, make their bids. 
“ To frawg” is the lowest offer that 
can bo mado. 
When a “ frawg” bid is 
successful, hearts are always trumps. A 
‘frawg” allows the player to take up 
tho three “ slough” cards, incorporate 
them with his other cards, discarding 
three to reduce his hand to an equality 
with that of the others. 
He is entitled 
to add tho value of these discarded cards 
in counting his game at the end of the 
hand. 
"To solo” is to propose a higher 
game than to “frawg,” for tho one who 
'solos” is not permitted the assistance 
of tho “ slough” carda Ho is, however, 
allowed to count them in reckoning the 
number of points ho has made after the 
lands are played. 
Whether the player “ frawgs” or “ 
b o ­ 
os, “ either in hearts or any other suit, 
ie must make better than 60 to be en­ 
titled to be paid by his cutthroat adver­ 
saries. In the case of a successful frawg 
ie is paid by each of his adversaries one 
chip or counter for each point in excess 
of 60 that he has made in playing his 
hand in addition to the points in tho 
slough cards. 
In like manner, if he fails to make 
60 points, including the slough cards, 
ho is compelled to pay one chip or coun­ 
ter to each of his adversaries for each 
point he falls below 60. 
It must be re 
membered that those sitting in the 
game, but not receiving cards, pay or 
aro paid with the opponents of the sin­ 
gle player. 
If the player wins a solo in clubs, 
spades or diamonds, ho is paid by each 
of his adversaries two counters and in 
a heart nolo three counters for each 
point he has made in excess of 60, in­ 
cluding the points in the slough carda 
If the bidder loses his solo, he pays dou­ 
ble unless it is a heart solo, when he 
pays trebla 
When any suit is made trumps, it 
takes precedence of tho others in the 
playing out of tho hands, but tho count­ 
ing cards of the trump suit have no great­ 
er value than those of th© other suita In 
playing out the hands it is necessary, 
first, to follow suit; second, if the 
player has not the suit led he must—not 
“may, ” but “ must”—trump. It follows, 
therefore, that a player can only throw 
off, or ‘slough,” that being the tech­ 
nical term, a useless or embarrassing 
card when he has neither the suit led 
nor a trump. This rule greatly tightens 
the lines of play and works in favor of 
the single player and against his two 
cutthroat adversaries 
Such is solo, the game from out of the 
west that is running a victorious course 
in the east. In Washington it is already 
played by statesmen, bankers, brokers 
and business men—in short, by pretty 
nearly everybody. 
Aleaiiwhile the rest 
are learning.—New York Press.
